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PREFACE 


The  increasing  involvement  of  University  of  Illinois  faculty  in  international 
research,  teaching,  and  service  has  created  a  need  for  a  listing  of  faculty 
members  with  international  academic  qualifications,  experience,  and 
interests.  Therefore,  in  the  spring  of  1970  the  Office  of  International 
Programs  and  Studies  sent  questionnaires  to  all  faculty  members  on  the 
Urbana-Champaign  campus  with  the  idea  of  compiling  a  Directory  of 
Faculty  with  International  Qualifications. 

The  purpose  of  the  Directory  is  broadly  twofold:  (1)  to  facilitate  com- 
munication and  cooperation  among  the  increasing  number  of  faculty 
members  on  and  off  campus  with  international  interests,  and  (2)  to  provide 
information  to  concerned  people  in  other  universities,  government,  and 
foundations. 

The  information  contained  in  the  Directory  was  obtained  from  ques- 
tionnaires completed  by  faculty  members  during  the  past  six  months. 
Faculty  members  teaching  and/or  conducting  research  or  public  service 
of  an  international  nature  were  invited  to  complete  the  questionnaires. 
Some  450  faculty  members  responded  and  are  listed  herein. 

The  Directory  consists  of  three  sections.  The  first  section  lists  faculty 
members  according  to  their  geographic  experience  and  interest.  The  second 
section  lists  faculty  members  according  to  their  department  or  unit  affilia- 
tion. The  third  section  lists  them  alphabetically  and  contains  resumes  of 
their  education,  professional  experience,  research  interests,  languages,  pub- 
lications, and  other  items  pertinent  to  their  international  academic 
qualifications. 

The  Directory  is  not  meant  to  provide  complete  accounts  of  each  per- 
son's life.  In  many  cases  long  lists  of  publications  had  to  be  reduced  to 
one  or  two  items.  Some  respondents  were  far  too  modest  concerning  their 
experience  and  qualifications.  In  this  the  first  edition  of  the  Directory,  some 
who  should  have  been  included  have  probably  been  omitted. 

The  Office  of  International  Programs  and  Studies  would  appreciate 
receiving  any  comments,  corrections,  or  suggestions  for  improvement.
